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THOCttHTS  ON  BMANCIPATION. 

It  ia  an  impreasion  of  many,  that  the  diaciiaaion  of  thia 
anbjact  will  be  productive  of  no  good,  but  attended  with 
evil.  They  plead,  that  it  ia  calculated  to  exaape rate  the 
South,  and  make  the  condition  ef  tlie  alavea  more  afflic¬ 
tive  ;  to  render  more  diatant  the  day  of  their  deliverance, 
•r  make  their  bondage  perpetual ;  to  disturb  the  repoae 
of  the  clmreh,  and  endanger  the  union  of  tha  nation. — 
Thia  impreasion  preventa  thoae  who  cherish  it  from  liattn- 
i  ng  patiently  to  any  examination  of  the  ayatem.  Should 
we  have  any  readera  who  have  indulged  it,  we  respect, 
fttllf  request  them  to  give  the  reasons  assigned  in  this 
article,  in  favor  of  discussion,  a  candid  perusal. 

1.  The  ayatem  of  Slavery  mutt  be  either  continued  or 
abolished.  If  it  creates  a  state  of  aociety  most  consor  ant 
with  the  condition  of  our  race,  and  most  beneficial  to  all 
tha  parties  concerned,  it  deserves  to  be  aanctioncd  like 
all  other  necessary  institutions,  and  preserved  in  all  its 
appropriate  tendencies.  If,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  inca¬ 
pable  of  being  reconciled  with  the  primary  rights  of  man, 
and  is  at  variance  wiih  all  the  great  interests  of  society, 
it  ought  to  be  exposed,  condemned  and  abolished.  This 
question  concerns  all  the  members  of  our  national  con. 
faderaoy.  What  ia  the  bearing  of  the  Federal  Constitu. 
tion  T  What  is  the  duty  of  Congress  respecting  the  Dis. 
trict  of  Columbia  ?  What  ia  the  duty  of  Congress  res. 
pecting  the  a<lmiasion  of  alaveholding  States  and  Terri¬ 
tories  to  the  Union  T  What  power  or  obligation  rests 
upon  the  General  Government,  respecting  the  domestic 
slave-trade  7  What  are  the  obligations  of  churches  and 
ecclesiastical  bodies  7  What  are  the  prospects  of  inter, 
marriages  among  Northern  and  slaveholding  families  7 
What  are  the  duties  of  commercial  houses,  in  receiving 
security  from  thia  species  of  property  7  What  are  the 
constitutional  privileges  which  we,  as  eitisens  of  the  U< 
States,  enjoy,  in  traveling  throughout  the  country  7 — 
These  are  questions  in  which  the  No.th  is  interested,  as 
well  as  the  South.  If  the  system  ought  to  continue,  let 
the  reasons  in  its  favor  be  presented  ;  if  .t  ought  to  be 
abolishqd,  let  tJie  arguments  against  it  be  developed.  On 
either  supposition,  the  necessity  of  discussion  is  equally 
apparent. 

3.  Jf  the  system  of  Slavery  it  ever  abolished  by  volun¬ 
tary  and  peaceful  action,  there  muot  be  discussion. 

Those  who  read  thia  article,  undoubtedly,  generally 
look  for  the  eventual  abolition  of  slavery.  How  is  it  to 
be  done  7  Yon  will  agree  with  ns  in  repelling  the  idea 
of  a  sanguinary  contest.  The  time  may  come,  when,  if 
all  other  means  fail,  the  large  and  growing  masses  of  op- 
prnssnil  mi'id,  which  are  now  heaving  on  the  Southern 
soil,  and  embuing  themselves  with  the  consciousness  of 
manhood,  will  arise  and  wrestle,  and  crush,  and  overcome. 
This,  however,  will  be  averted,  if  we  take  the  right 
ccorse.  It  is  the  object  of  discussion  to  avoid  its  neces- 
slty.  If  we  sleep,  regardless  of  these  dangers,  the  tem. 
pest  may  break  upon  us  suddenly.  If  we  aro  vigilant  and 
fiiithfiil  to  the  truth,  it  may  be  averted. 

If,  however,  the  universal  emancipation  of  our  slaves 
is  to  be  efieeted  by  voluntary  and  peaceful  action,— -the 
BMthod  in  which  we  all  seek  it, — there  mutt  he  discus. 
Siam. 

All  tha  powers  and  agencies  which  can  be  biought  to 
bear  on  the  abolition  of  slavery,  must  arise  firom  discus¬ 
sion,  and  be  directed  by  it.  Is  it  in  the  power  of  Con. 
grass  to  emancipate  the  slaves  in  the  District  of  Colum¬ 
bia  7  Is  it  their  duty  to  resist  the  admission  of  new  | 
slaveholding  States  to  the  Union  7  Is  it  in  their  power 
to  suppress  the  domestic  slave-trade  7  Even  this  amount 
of  legislative  action  can  bo  put  forth  only  in  consequence 
of  free,  thorough  and  universal  discussion. 

Admitting,  as  we  do,  that  the  Legislatures  of  the  slave, 
holding  States  alone  have  the  power  to  abolish  slavery  in 
their  respective  communities;  it  must  still  be  the  result  of 
discussion.  The  Legislatures  will  do  it  only  as  the  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  people,  and  the  people  will  require  it  only 
as  the  result  of  discussion.  There  can  be  no  interference 
with  Southern  institutions  exerted  by  the  North,  except 
the  influence  of  argument  and  persuasion.  If  their  sys¬ 
tem  is  ever  peaceablv  laid  aside,  it  must  be  by  their  own 
voluntary  action,  arising  from  the  religious,  social,  and 
political  convictions  of  tho  people.  In  proHccing  this, 
there  must  be  reasonings,  and  appeals,  and  consultations 
among  the  democracy  of  the  land ; — there  must  be  dis. 
eussion. 


3.  The  discussion  of  this  subject  at  the  North  will  not 
be  in  vain.  Onr  readers  will  generally  admit  that  the 
question.

of  distinguished  jurists  upon  such  legal  questions  as  are 
related  to  this  subject  ;  the  decisions  of  ecclesiastical  bo. 
dies  upon  such  questions  of  practical  religion  as  arise 
out  ef  it ;  tho  education  of  so  many  Southern  young  men 
in  Northern  colleges ;  the  great  temporary  emigration 
of  Southern  people  to  the  North,  every  summer ;  the  man- 
ner  in  which  the  general  merits  of  the  question  may  be 
diecuseed  in  Congress,  in  connection  with  its  appropriate 
duties ;  all  these  evince  that  if  the  public  mind  of  the 
North  is  right,  the  moral  influence  which  it  will  exert 
must  be  weighty.  The  public  sentiment  of  the  North 
never  will  be  roused  and  developed,  except  by  discussion. 
To  say  that  when  it  is  awakened  thoroughly,  and  forci- 
bly  expressed,  it  will  be  ineffeotual — utterly  in  vain,  is  to 
reason  against  all  philosophy,  all  experience,  and  all  re- 
ligious  reliances.  We  mi'ht  as  well  say  that  the  light 
and  heat  of  the  meridian  sun  have  no  effect  on  vegetation 
or  that  all  causation  is  a  nullity,  and  all  our  ideas  of  ef¬ 
fect  a  popular  delusion. 

Is  it  inquired.  What  will  be  the  nature  of  tho  effect 
produced  7  We  answer,  that  will  depend  on  the  clear 
ness,  force,  candor,  kindness  and  patriotism  of  our  dis- 
cussions ;  on  the  strength  of  the  great  truths  which  shall 
be  developed  ;  on  their  power  of  making  a  strong  iiupres 
sion,  when  rightly  presented ;  and  on  the  providence  and 
grace  of  Him  who  holds  all  these  Instrumentalities  in  his 
hands,  and  who  has  richly  manifested  his  willingness  to 
save  and  bless  our  nation. 

If  still  it  is  inquired,  whether  discussion  at  the  North 
will  not  tend  to  irritate,  we  answer,  that  to  us  it  seems 
that  this  tendency  will  be  no  more  at  this  time,  than  at 
any  future ;  that  if  discussion  is  rightly  conducted,  it  will 
not  have  this  tendency ;  that  it  will  be  the  means,  in 
many  cases,  of  awakening  a  livelier  sympathy  between 
the  North  and  tho  South,  because  it  will  promote  a  mere 
extended  acquaintance  with  our  opinions  and  circum. 
Btanees  ;  and  that  finally,  the  condition  of  things  it  such 
at  tho  South,  that  discussion  can  be  carried  on  at  the 
North  to  better  advantage  than  it  can  be  there,  tven 
the  Southern  people  themselves. 

4.  The  discussion  ef  this  subject,  if  successfully  prose 
euted,  it  calculUed  to  confirm,  perpetuate  and  enhance 
our  natttnal  union. 

Bold  as  ‘his  proposition  may  seem  to  many,  we  still 
desire  them  not  to  reject  it  without  thought. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  many,  that  this  diecussion  of  the 
subject  cannot  be  prosecuted,  without  tending  to  the  dis 
solutien  of  the  Union.  This  impression  is  bused  on  the 
assumption,  that  the  South  is  so  determinsil  on  tho  sup 
pression  'of  all  discussion,  that  she  will  violently  rend 
herself  from  the  national  compact  unless  it  is  abandoned 
But  is  this  assumption  cither  honorable  to  the  South, 
reasonable  in  its  nature  7  To  those  who  indulge  it,  wc 
suggest,  &r>t.  That  the  dissolution  of  the  Vni  m  it  not 
matter  of  easy  accomplishment.  How  can  it  be  donu 
The  compact  formed  between  these  States  is  solemn  and 
permanent.  Would  not  a  proposition  to  dissolve  it,  com 
ing  from  any  one  State,  or  from  any  number,  bo  of  tre 
sonable  tendency  7  Would  not  the  General  Government 
be  bound  to  adhere  to  the  Cunstiiution  7  Could  it  be 


done  at  all,  without  referring  it  to  the  whole  people  7—  j 
Could  a  convention  of  the  people  from  these  United  States 
be  obtained,  which  would  listen  to  such  a  proposition, 
for  any  imaginable  reasons  7  How  can  a  dissolution  oi 
this  federal  government  ever  be  peaceably  effected  7  We 
do  not  hero  assert  its  absolute  impossibility,  but  so  far  as 
wo  can  see,  it  would,  in  tho  circumstances,  be  impossible. 

3.  Wesnggeat,  That  whether  peaceably  or  violently  dons, 

the  Souths!  n  States  could  assign  no  plausibls  pretext  for 
the  measure.  Would  they  assign,  before  England  and 
France,  and  all  nations,  tho  unwillingness  of  tho  North 
to  relinquish  the  freedom  of  speech  and  of  the  press  7 — 
Would  they  assign  tho  refusal  of  Northern  Legislatures 
to  prohibit,  by  legislative  action,  all  freedom  of  discus- 
sion  7  Would  they  assign  the  refusal  of  Congress  to  ad- 
mit  a  slaveholding  Territory  as  a  member  of  the  Union, 
if  such  a  refusal  should  result  frem  discussion  7  Would 
they  assign  tho  refusal  of  Congress  to  compel  the  people 
of  tho  District  of  Columbia  to  hold  slaves,  if  they  should 
petition  for  the  privilege  of  emancipating  them,  should 
such  a  petition  result  from  discussion  7 

Would  they  assign  the  exercise,  by  Congress,  of  the 
constitutional  right  to  abolish  slavery  in  the  District, 
irrespective  of  its  existence  in  the  Souihern  States,  if  such 
an  action  of  Congress  should  result  from  discussion  7 — 
Would  they  assign  any  probable  action  of  Congress,  in 
suppressing  tho  domestic  slsve-trade,  when  they  them, 
selves  have  already  proclaimed,  as  members  of  our  na- 
tional  government,  that  the  foreign  slave-trade  is  piracy  7 
Yet  these  aro  the  only  pretexts  which  the  discussion  of 
this  subject  can  over  furnish  them  !  Will  they  with 
reasons  such  as  these  venture  on  revolution  7  Will  they 
over  hold  up  these  before  the  world  in  justification  of  na- 
tional  dismemberment  7  The  assumption  is  unreasons 
ble  in  its  natuit^  and  dishonorable  to  Southern  intelli- 
gence.  3.  We  suggest,  that  the  plan  of  a  separate  Southern 
government  would  give  no  relief  on  the  question  of  slave¬ 
ry,  but  greatly  enhance  the  embarrassments  of  their  con. 
dition.  Suppose  it  effected  peaceably— Could  they,  as 
an  independent  nation,  enter  into  treaty  with  the  United 
Statea  to  restore  their  fugitive  slaves  7  Could  Missouri, 
a  state  almost  surrounded  by  free  s'  ates,  obtain  any  as. 
surance  that  the  bondman  who  crossed  her  boundary 
should  be  a  bondman  any  more  7  Could  any  alavehold. 
ing  state,  adjoining  a  free  state,  obtain  snch  security  7 
Could  the  new  government  obtain  any  assurances  from 
the  United  Statea  that  we  should  lend  our  soldiers  to 
suppress  the  volcanic  energies  of  negro  insurrection  7 
.Could  they  then  obtain  another  legislation  to  suppress 
freedom  of  discussion  7  Could  they  build  a  wall  on  the 
division  line,  which  should  exclude  Northern  sunshine, 
and  Northern  air,  and  Northern  rivers,  then  might  they 
hope  to  exclude  the  influence  of  Northern  sentiment,  as 
mingled  in  the  religion,  the  literature,  the  arts,  and  the 
commerce  of  the  world,  from  reaching  their  own  institu- 
tions.  Could  they  make  a  treaty,  as  an  independent  na. 
tion,  with  England,  or  France,  or  Mexico,  which  should 
bind  those  nations  to  restore  the  fugitive  slave  that 
should  escape  to  the  West  Indies,  to  Canada,  or  to  the 
French  and  Mexican  possessions  7  Such  would  be  their 
condition  even  on  the  most  favorable  supposition. 

Should  the 'dissolution  of  the  Confederacy  be  effected  by 
violence,  an  opportunity  would  be  afforded  for  the  slaves  to 
escape  into  the  Northern  States.  The  days  of  revolution 
would  be  days  of  insurrection.  The  South  would  be  obliged 
not  only  to  resist  the  arms  of  the  North,  but  to  quell  the  foes 
that  would  be  found  in  her  own  liosom.  If,  moreover,  the 
inde|>endence  of  the  South  were  once  acknowledged,  she 
would  still  be  surrounded  with  peril.  If  war  should  arise 
with  Great  Britain,  or  with  France,  or  with  the  U.  States, 
the  same  tremendous  expusureii  would  arise  from  her  slave 
population.  If  the  South  should  thus  propose  to  erect  an 
indejrendent  govcrnment,for  the  pifrpose  of  preserving  against 
all  moral  influence  the  institution  of  slavery,  she  would  build 
her  seat  of  government  on  the  crater  of  a  volcano;— she 
would  cradle  its  very  infancy  amidst  the  roekings  of  an  earth- 
qnake.  It  is  manifest,  therefore,  that  by  disunion  she  would 
gain  nothing  as  to  suppressing  discussion  ;  nothing  as  to  the 
District  of  Columbia  ;  nothing  as  to  the  security  of  her  slave 
pro;«rty.  She  would,  on  the  other  hand,  expose  herself  to 
increasing  embarrassments;  to  insuiierable  national  difficul¬ 
ties  :  to  dreadful  and  constant  internal  commotions.  She 
would  gain  potUing,  and  lose  all  the  advantages  resulting 
to  her  general  inlerests,  from  her  membership  of  the  Uniteil 
States.  The  facts  and  principles  on  which  these  conclusions 
are  based,  arc  so  sure  and  so  well  known,  that  all  who  will 
dwell  upon  them  will  perceive  their  truth.  Is  it  to  be  sup¬ 
posed,  then,  that  Southern  statermcn,  patriots  and  Christians, 
do  not  understand  this  7  The  thoughtless  rabble  may  set 
them  at  defiance  ;  the  (>olitical  demagogue  may,  for  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  power,  lie  willing  to  disregard  them;  but  when  that 
subject  shall  come  up  for  action,  the  substantial  men  of  the 
South  will  hurl  the  projxisal  of  disunion  away,  and  refuse  to 
descend,  with  ali  their  personal  and  national  interests,  into 
gulf  which  is  full  of  bloodshed,  ruin,  and  overwhelming 
disaster?  Before  a  step  like  this  shall  be  taken,  they  must 
have  some  weightier  reason  for  the  movement,  than  ever  the 
discussion  of  their  system  of  slavery  can  alTord  them. 

Tho  discussion  of  this  subject  then  may  be  prosecuted, 
and  yet  the  union  not  endangered.  Let  it  be  perseveriiigly 
and  rightly  prosecuted,  and  we  have  reason  (o  anticipate  the 
most  animating  success.  If  the  alwlition  of  slavery  is  once 
eflected  by  the  voluntary  action  of  slave-holding  states,  re¬ 
sulting  from  general  discussion,  the  union  of  these  states 
will  then  be  placed  on  an  enduring  Ivsis.  The  increase  of 
religious  principles  in  our  land ;  the  facilities  for  mutual  in¬ 
tercourse  constantly  increasing ;  the  e>  tension  of  our  com¬ 
mercial  and  social  relations;  the  augmented  joy  of  our  mu¬ 
tual  hospitalities ;  all  would  conspire  to  cement  the  walls  of 
our  glorious  national  edifice,  and  establish  its  principles,  to 
generations.  The  union  of  these  states  on  the  great 
principles  of  our  national  constitution,  is  an  object  worthy 
high  regard.  The  genius  of  universal  liberty  will  give  to 
those  principles  a  glorious  development,  and  we  might  min¬ 
gle  our  glad  thanksgivings  I'efore  God,  while  living,  and  die 
leaving  to  our  posterity  a  heritage  which  would  fill  one  hem¬ 
isphere  at  least,  with  millenial  j;lory.  Let  those  then  who 
love  and  value,  above  all  {lersoiial  interests,  our  national  un¬ 
ion,  arise  and  seek  the  removal  of  this  enormous  and  fatal 
obstruction.  Say  not  that  we  of  the  North  have  no  interest 
in  the  matter.  Not  thus  did  our  fathers  say,  when  they 
fought  the  battles  of  independence,  and  laid  tbe  foundation 
of  our  federal  government.  The  patriots  of  seventy-six  bad 
Urge  hearts,  that  felt  not  for  one  state  only,  but  for  all.  Such 
men  we  have  now;  and  motives  strong  with  all  power  of 
patriotic  devotion,  urge  them  to  lay  bold  of  this  subject  with 
.M  the  ardor  of  youth,  the  wisdom  of  age,  and  the  strength 
of  manhood. 

5.  The  final  consideration  by  which  tre  would  urge  the 
disciusion  of  this  subject,  we  deduce  from,  the  indications 
of  Trovidence.—  W  this  great  evil  is  to  he  removed  at  all 
now  is  the  time.  Let  it  alone  and  it  will  endanger  all  our 
nterests.  Let  it  alone,  and  it  will  jiour  its  tide  ison 
through  all  the  vital  energies  of  southern  society.  Let  it 
one,  and  it  will  build  its  prison  house  around  all  tho  great 
principles  of  American  liberty.  I'ur  country  is  now  in  her 
youth,  and  therefore,  now  is  the  time  for  her  deliverance. — 
The  providence  of  God  has  called  forth  the  curse  of  tbe  na¬ 
tions  on  the  piratical  slave  trade ;  it  has  engaged  the  heart 
of  Great  Britain  in  the  cause  of  universal  emancipation;  it 
has  exhibited  the  brnefirial  results  of  emancipation  on  our 
siuthern  borders;  it  has  aroused  an  insupprcssible  interest 
in  our  own  nation.  Ye,  who  believe  in  the  overrnlings  of 
I’rovidence  !  Ye,  who  delight  yourselves  in  the  agency  of  the 
Most  High  I  Ye,  who  contemplate  with  gladness  the  ac 
compliahmrnt  of  his  purposes!  Can  ye  not  discern  bis  hand 
in  this  series  of  events!  Can  ye  not  hear  his  voice  pleading 
in  tones  of  kindest  persuasion  in  behalf  of  truth,  of  right¬ 
eousness,  of  bleeding  humanity,  and  of  outraged  justice? 
Shall  we  not  listen  to  his  voice?  Shall  we  not  arise  at  the 
beckoning  of  his  hand?  We  do  not  here  say  in  what  man 
ner  emancipation  is  to  be  effected  ;  we  do  not  here  decide, 
whether  it  should  be  gradual  or  immediate ;  but  we  do  say 
that  such  is  the  condition  of  things,  that  it  will  be  discussed 
whether  we  engage  in  it  or  net ;  that  such  aro  the  principles 
which  justify  its  discussion,  and  even  demand  it,  that  we 
ought  to  arise  and  exert  our  influence  aright;  and  that  such 
are  the  present  calls  of  Divine  Providence,  that  every  lover  of 
truth,  of  humanity,  of  the  church,  and  of  the  whole  country 
has  before  him  the  weighiiest  reasons,  nJ  most  precious 
encouragements,  for  enlisting  in  the  woik  of  universal  eman 
ci|iation.

Beae'volellt  Fraterwltjr  of  Chiireliies. 

We  recently  mentioned  the  feet,  that  the  Common 
Council  of  Boston  had  granted  to  this  association  suffi. 
cient  of  the  city  land  on  the  neck,  for  the  site  of  a 
church.  We  also  stated,  that  the  Benevolent  Fraternity 
of  Churches  was  a  Unitarian  concern,  designed  to  make 
Unitarians  of  the  common  people.  In  view  of  these 
facts,  we  considered  the  act  of  the  Common  Council  as 
an  encouragement  of  Unitarianism,  at  the  expense  of 
the  city. 

The  Christian  Register,  a  Unitarian  paper,  makes  the 
following  explanations,  which  exonerate  the  city  council 
from  the  charge  of  sectarian  intention  : — 

“The  plain  facts  in  the  ease  are  these.  The  Benevo. 
lent  Fraternity  of  Churches,  anxious  tb  afford  the  bene, 
fils  of  religious  worship  to  the  neglected  poor  in  tho 
south  part  of  the  city,  petitioned  tbe  mnnicipal  govern, 
ment  for  a  grant  of  a  lot  of  vacant  land  on  the  Neck,  on_[ 
which  to  erect  a  neat  and  commodious  brick  chapel. 
They  based  their  claim  upon  tho  ground,  that  such  an 
institution  would  be  a  great  public  benefit,  by  improving 
the  morals  of  our  citizens,  and  also  by  raising  tho  value 
of  the  lands  in  tbe  vicinity. 

“  A  committee  of  the  city  government  reported  against 
granting  this  petition,  on  the  ground  that  the  city  council 
did  not  possess  tlie  power  to  make  donations  of  the  pub. 
lie  funds. 

**  Subsequently,  the  Fraternity  presented  a  claim  upon 
the  city  for  a  lot  of  Neck  land,  whereon  to  erect  a  chapel 
free  of  expense ;  founding  the  claim  on  a  vote  of  the 
town  of  Boston,  passed  on  the  29tli  of  December,  A.  D. 
1806,  in  these  words : — 

“  ‘  That  the  trustees  of  the  Neck  lands  be  asthorized 
and  empowered  to  lay  out  and  assign  a  piece  or  pieces  of 
land,  in  suitable  situations  on  the  neck,  for  a  meeting 
house  lot,  and  burying  ground ;  and  that  they  be  em¬ 
powered  tu  execute  deeds,  to  convey  so  much  of  said 
-lands  as  may  be  necessary  to  any  religious  association, 
who  shall  first  undertake  to  build,  and  shall  erect  a  place 
of  religions  worship.’” 

The  same  committee,  after  obtaining  the  opinion  of 
the  city  solicitor,  as  to  the  authority  of  the  vote,  felt 
that  their  objections  were  obviated.  It  appears  from  the 
explanation,  thal  tbe  vote  of  1806  would  have  sustained 
any  other  denomination  in  their  claim,  as  well  as  the 
Unitarian,  had  any  other  first  complied  with  tiie  condi- 
tion.  The  blame,  therefore,  of  having  a  house  built  for 
preaching  Unitarianism  to  the  poor,  rests  either  with  the 
original  vote,  or  with  tho  evangelical  denominations, 
who  failed  to  avail  themselves  of  the  offer  which  it  ini- 
plied. 

The  Register  endeavors  to  excite  the  sympathies  of 
other  denominations  against  the  Evangelist : — 

It  is  our  privilege  to  exchange  with  many  religious 
papers,  organs  of  tho  various  denominations,  tho  aspecl 
of  nearly  every  one  of  which  is  pleasant  to  our  eye,  as 
is  extracted  from  the  daily  budget,  while  the  pages  of 
each  pass  under  review,  without  suspicion,  and  without 
dread.  But  we  never  open  the  folds  of  tho  Evangelist, 
without  expecting  to  meet  with  something  offensive  and 
injurious  to  ourselves  and  our  neighbors.” 

If  by  “our  neighbor^"  the  Register  in.  ends  the  various 
organs  of  evangelical  denominations,  he  will  not  succeed 
exciting  the  sympathy  which  he  desires.  True,  we 
are  engaged  in  free  discussion  with  Episcopalians,  Me- 
thodists,  and  others ;  but  we  cherish  towards  them  the 
feelings  of  Christian  fellowahip.  Their  errors  we  con- 
aider  like  our  own,  open  for  discussion  ;  but  v  e  do  not 
abate  one  jot  of  brotherly  eateem,  because  we  differ  on 
questions  of  a  subordinate  character. 

If,  however,  by  the  phrase,  “our  neighbors,”  the  Re. 
gister  intends  a  proximity  of  doctrine,  and  therefore  finds 
tho  Evangelist  something  offensive  to  Universalists, 
Deists,  and  Sceptics,  as  well  as  to  Unitarians,  we  plead 
guilty  to  the  charge.  We  should  be  utterly  unworthy  of 
the  title  which  our  paper  bears,  did  wo  furnish  nothing 
offensive  to  that  Fraternity  of  unbelief.  Does  this  Ian. 
guage  seem  severe  7  Permit  us,  then,  to  extract,  from 
the  Chronicle  of  the  Church,  an  Episcopal  paper,  the 
following  language  of  Robert  Hall,  the  powerful  and 
ilegant  English  Baptist.  Have  we  said  aught  more  of. 
fensive  to  the  Unitarian  neighborhood  than  this  7

He  denies  the  Deity  of 
Jesus  Christ,  or  alleges  that  it  is  not  juat  that  God  ahonld 
sentence  any  sinner  to  eternal  death  :  his  viewa  of  the 
mercy  of  God  ue  such  aa  assure  him  that  all  the  human 
family  will  ultimately  be  happy.  All  his  attendants — 
his  physician— bis  watchers— his  intima^a  associates — 
—his  blood  relstives,  and  his  allied  relstives— and  a  con. 
firmed  habit  of  thinking— and  SaUn  transforming  him- 
self  into  an  angql  of  light-all  conspire  to  strengthen 
his  delusion.  Ho  expresses  strong  hopes  and  most  joy. 
ful  emotions.  His  hapj^ness  seems  to  exceed  that  of 
many  a  dear  child  of  God,  when  meeting  the  trying 
hour.  In  the  midst  of  such  a  scene  as  this,  place  a  de. 
voted  minuter  of  Jesus,  and  what  will  he  de  7  Let  him 
have  some  proper  view  of  the  worth  of  the  soul,  and  of 
the  solemnities  of  the  coming  judgment,  and  of  his  own 
responsibilities ;  and  will  he  daub  with  untempered  mor. 
tar?  Will  he  cry,  “Peace,  peace”?  Will  he,  for  fear 
of  offending  the  advocates  of  error,  give  liis  silent  con¬ 
sent  that  that  priceless  sonl  should  rush  blindfold  to  hell  T 
He  cannot  do  it.  But  to  discharge  his  duty,  requires 
wisdom  and  moral  courage  in  no  small  degree.  In  this 
scene  of  trial,  he  will  utterly  fail,  unless  he  have  a  large 
share  of  divine  grace.  It  is,  for  the  minister  of  tbe  gos. 
pel,  the  furnace  seven  times  heated.  My  friend!  art 
thou  sick  7  lam  told  thou  hast  no  hope,  as  an  anchor 
to  the  soul.  Rest  not  thus,  “  Behold  the  Lamb  of  God” ! 
Repent.  Acknowledge  that  you  deserve  eternal  deaih. 
Say  from  the  heart,  “I  trust  in  tbe  mesct  of  God  for 
ever  and  ever.”  Oh  !  commit  all  to  Jesus.  You  must 
have  faith  in  him,  as  the  true  God,  and  eternal  life — as 
God  manifest  in  the  flesh— or  yon  must  perish.  To  all 
who  exercise  genuine  faith  in  him,  his  language  is, 
“Because  /  live,  ye  shall  live  also.”  Your  everlasting 
happiness  is  as  sure  as  my  existence.  Perhaps  the  reader 
has  a  beloved  relative  sick  and  impenitent,  who  is  not 
able  to  read  this.  If  ao,  will  he  re^  it  to  him  7  It  is 
well  for  us  who  preach,  to  reflect  that  many  of  the  sick 
and  the  dying  are  now,  at  this  moment,  impenitent,  be¬ 
cause  toe  have  been  unfaithful  to  them  while  in  health. 

Next  time  we  meet  our  congregations,  it  will  help  us 
to  preach,  if  we  bear  in  mind,  that  soon  those  healthy 
forms  may  be  changed  by  sieknoas  —may  fast  haaten  to 
the  tomb,  the  heart  being  unchanged.

My  heart  is  pained  at  the  tone  in  which  certain  publica¬ 
tions  E|ieak  of  the  u()building  of  Christ’s  kingdom  in  the 
world.  1  am  startleil  at  a  disposition  which  is  manifested  at 
the  present  day,  to  exalt  man  and  glorify  human  efforts,  and 
thus  to  dishohor  God,  in  the  work  of  salvation.  I  lately 
|.Tead  in  one  of  our  moot  influential  religious  prints,  such  lan¬ 
guage  as  the  following : 

“our  country,  our  age.  our  responsibilities. 

“  The  God  of  heaven  has  given  us  a  land,  large,  fruitful, 
healthy,  and  rich  in  all  those  capacities  for  influence  vyhich 
it  is  the  privilege  of  great  nations  to  wield.  We  live  in  an 
age  when  these  cajmciiies  for  influence  are  greatly  enhanced, 
and  when  we  can  look  forward  to  final  results  with  a  more 
distinct  and  animating  vision.  These  circumstances  in¬ 
crease  our  responsibilities.  How  shall  we  meet  them.  The 
friends  of  truth,  of  Christ,  of  man,  and  of  God,  have  a  great 
work  before  them.  It  is  nothing  else  than  to  take  this  beau¬ 
tiful,  growing,  intelligent,  and  gigantic  young  land,  and  fit 
il  for  the  mllleniuni.  It  is  nothing  less  than  to  cultivate  it 
into  one  wide  moral  garden,  and  make  it  in  truth  a  moral 
Eden.  In  order  to  do  this,  several  things  are  necessary.” 

Here  follows  a  statement  of  what  is  neces. ary ;  in  the 
whole  of  which,  the  only  allusion  to  Divine  aid,  is  in  the 
words;  “it  becomes  us  to  determine  on  co-operating  with 
Providence."  The  article,  which  is  in  a  highly  poetic 
stiaiii,  concludes ;

— A  public  meeting  was 
hold  in  the  Marlboro  Chapel.  A  history  of  West  India 
emancipation  «as  given  by  Rev.  A.  A.  Phelps;  who 
who  was  followed  by  Amasa  Walker,  and  Mr.  Stanton 
Tho  singing,  performed  by  a  colored  choir,  was  excel 
lent  The  i-flect  of  West  India  emancipation  will  tend 
much  to  elevate  the  colored  people  among  us,  in  the  scale 
of  being— lead  them  more  to  respect  themselves,  and  be 
rc8{>ceted,  when  worthy,  by  their  paler  brethren. 

The  stillness  of  the  political  papers  in  Boston,  respect¬ 
ing  one  of  the  most  important  events  which  has  ever 


Deism,  as  distinguished  from  Atheism,  embraces 
almost  every  thing  which  the  Unitarians  profess  to  be¬ 
lieve.  The  Deist  professes  to  believe  in  a  future  state 
of  rewards  and  punishments — tho  Unitarian  does  ns 
more.  The  chief  difference  is,  that  the  Deist  derives  his 
conviction  on  the  subject  from  the  principles  of  natural 
religion — the  Unitarian,  from  the  fact  of  Christ’s  resur. 
rection.  Both  arrive  at  the  same  point,  thiNigh  they 
reach  it  by  different  routes.  Both  maintain  the  same 
creed,  though  on  different  grounds ;  so  that,  allowing 
the  Deist  to  be  fully  settled  and  confirmed  in  bis  per¬ 
suasion  of  a  future  world,  it  is  not  easy  to  perceive  what 
advantage  the  Unitarian  possesses  over  him.  If  the 
proof  of  a  future  state,  upon  Christian  principles,  be  ac 
knewledged  moro  clear  and  convincing  than  is  attain¬ 
able  merely  by  the  light  of  nature ;  yet  as  tho  operation 
of  opinion  is  measured  by  the  strength  of  the  persuasion 
with  which  it  is  embrac^,  and  not  by  the  intrinsic  force 
of  evidence,  the  Deist  who  cherishes  a  firm  expectation 
of  a  life  to  come,  has  ths  same  motives  for  resisting 
temptation,  and  patiently  continuing  in  well-doing,  as 
the  Unitarian.  He  has  learned  the  same  lesson,  though 
under  a  different  master,  and  is  substantially  of  tbe  same 
religion. 

“The  points  in  which  they  coincide  are  much  more 
numerous  and  more  important  than  those  in  which  they 
differ.  In  their  ideas  of  human  nature,  as  being  what 
it  always  was,  in  opposition  to  the  doctrine  of  tbe  fall 
in  the  rejection  of  the  Trinity,  and  of  all  siipematiirai 
mysteries ;  in  their  belief  of  the  intrinsic  efficacy  of  re- 
(lentance,  and  the  superfluity  of  an  atonement ;  in  their 
denial  of  spiritnal  aids,  or  internal  grace ;  in  their  no. 
tions  of  the  person  of  Christ ;  and,  finally,  in  that  lefty 
confidence  in  the  sufficiency  of  reason  os  a  guide  in  the 
affairs  of  religion,  and  its  authority  to  reject  doctrines 
on  tbe  ground  of  antecedent  improbability — in  all  thes 
momentous  articles  they  concur.  If  the  Deist  boldly 
rejects  the  claims  of  revelation  in  toto,  the  Unitarian,  by 
denying  its  plenary  inspiration,  by  assuming  the  fallibil 
ity  of  the  apostles,  and  even  of  Christ  himself,  and  by 
rosolving  its  most  sublime  and  mysterious  truths  into 
metaphors  and  allegory,  treads  close  in  his  steps.  It  is 
the  same  soul  which  animates  tbe  two  systems,  tbongh 
residing  in  difierent  bodies ;  it  is  the  same  metal,  trana 
fused  into  distinct  moulds.

“  Whoever  has  attentively  investigated  the  f^pirit  of 
modern  infidelity,  must  perceive  that  its  enmity  is  pointed 
chiefly  to  those  very  doctrines  which  Unitarians  deny

— the  good  Shephenl,  who  for  six  thousand  years  has  led 
his  people  like  a  flock  through  this  wilderness  world  —  has 
given  them  water  from  the  rock — who  through  flooil  and 
flame  has  opened  a  way  for  his  ransomed  to  pass  over — has 
defended  them  so  that  not  one  of  them  is  lost,  dashing  their 
sneiniesin  pieces  as  a  potter’s  vessel— who  has  brought  them 
thus  far  toward  heaven ;  is  he  to  lie  slighted  now  in  his 
blood-bougl.t  church,  to  be  treated  with  cold  allusions,  or  not 
alluded  to  at  all?  Will  the  bride,  the  Church,  talk  of  her 
“  energies,”  and  forget  her  Almighty  Deliverer?  Will  (n'or, 
hel(iles8,  self-destroyed  man,  put  on  airs,  and  in  high-flovrn 
ambiguous  rhetoric,  invade  the  honors  of  Omni(iotence  'I 
Will  he,  wielding  the  force  of  “  moral  (xiwer,”  “  (Hiwer  of 
truth,”  “  light,”  “  suasion,”  and  I  know  not  what  more,  un¬ 
dertake  to  subdue  the  heart,  mould  nations  and  save  a  ivick- 
ed  world?  Will  he  “deck  himself  with  majesty,”  and 
spurn  the  hand  that  only  can  save  him  from  everlasting 
death?  Base  ingratitude!  dreadful  pre8Uir'r'’on!  “  Do  ye 
thus  requi'e  the  Lord,  oh  foolish  pcn(ile  and  unwise  '>  is  nut 
he  thy  father  thal  hath  tiought  thee  ?  hath  he  not  made  thee 
and  established  thee  ?” 

The  writer  of  the  above  seems  to  have  overlooked  the  dis¬ 
tinct  expressions  of  confidence  in  Ged  ,which  are  interwoven 
in  the  editorials  of  that  number  of  the  Evangelist,  from 
which  the  exceptionable  extract  was  taken.  In  urging  the 
church  to  arise  and  prepare  their  land  for  the  millenium,  we 
based  our  plea  on  the  determinate  counsel,  and  almighty 
agency  of  heaven.  We  urged  our  brethren  to  labor  with 
assurance  of  success,  because  God  had  purposed  the  renova¬ 
tion  of  the  world,  and  of  consequence  the  renovation  of  this 
land.  We  declared  that  we  must  enlist  with  prayerful  and 
studious  minds.  In  the  same  column  we  said  that  the 
Christian,  while  (irogressing  in  sanctification,  “  defiends  en¬ 
tirely  upon  the  eflectual  operations  of  the  Holy  Spirit,”  that 
in  [)ro.<secuting  by  faith,  the  great  religious  enterprises,  “  he 
must  im,)!otc  the  blessing  of  God  in  all  his  measures,”  and 
must  be  much  in  meditation  and  pr.iycr.  In  the  same  arti¬ 
cle  wc  also  wrote  as  follows : — 

“Christian  reader!  pray  for  us,  that  what  we  have  said 
for  you  in  this  article  may  be  reali'zed  within  our  own  souls. 

“  Shall  we  not  endeavor  to  realize  the  impoitance  of  this 
faith  in  all  the  churches?  Shall  we  not  manifest  the  sense 
of  its  importance,  by  tbe  incessant  cultivation  of  it  in  our 
own  character? 

“  Are  we  not  all  satisfied,  that  the  exercise  of  ruch  faith  is  | 
what  is  needed  ?  Ought  it  not  to  rise  up,  in  high  degrees 
of  reliance,  in  expressive  views  of  the  promises,  in  united 
prayer  for  the  descending  overshadowings  of  the  High¬ 
est?" 

In  the  next  column,  while  speaking  of  faith,  we  asserted, 
true  faith  is  produced  by  God’s  own  Spirit,  and  rests  di¬ 
rectly  upon  the  crucified  Savior,”  that  the  affections  which 
exist  in  the  form  of  submission  and  confidence  are  from 
Him.  In  a  shoit  article  respecting  the  prosficet  cf  a  boun¬ 
tiful  harvest,  we  gave  utterance  to  language  like  this: 

“  How  high,  above  all  the  princi[)les  of  human  action,  are 
the  ways  of  Him  who  thus  administers  his  councils  ol  lie- 
nevolence? 

’•  Shall  not  the  loving-kindness  of  God  lead  us  to  repent¬ 
ance  ? 

“  Shall  not  his  abundant  mercies  open  o'ur  hearts  to  benevo¬ 
lence  ? 

“  Shall  not  the  wonders  of  his  grace,  in  months  past,  excite 
us  to  humble  ourselves  before  him,  and  to  enlarge  our  re¬ 
quests  ?” 

Anyone  who  will  examine  the  433d  number  of  this  pajier, 
will  see  that  the  whole  tone  of  the  editorial  matter,  is  that  of 
strong  and  supreme  reliance  on  the  purposes,  grace  and 
agency  of  God ;  and  if  any  one  wishes  to  judge  rcspocting 
the  general  tone  of  the  Evangelist  on  this  subject,  he  can 
pursue  his  inquiries  in  either  the  preceding  or  succeeding 
numiiers.  The  perusal  of  the  article  in  the  Watchman, 
suggested  tbe  following  reflections : 

1.  'The  stale  of  mind  exhibited  in  the  article,  illustrates 
the  danger  of  yielding  the  judgment  to  the  injluence  of 
one  predominant  idea.  The  writer  has  evidently  consider¬ 
ed  self-confidence  as  an  alarming  feature  of  the  age,  and  the 
expressions,  which  he  quoted,  having  caught  his  eye,  he  at 
once  selected  them  as  a  ii'ecimen  cf  what  he  had  considered 
a  prevailing  evil.  In  thia  manner  it  is  that  injurious  sUb(>;- 
cion^pre  generated,  and  brethren  are  thrown  asunder  whose 
feelings  would  otherwise  mingle  in  cordial  co.o()eration. 

2.  The  instance  before  us  illustrates  the  tendency  of  go¬ 
ing  to  extremes,  when  we  suppose  ourselves  resisting  some 
popular  error.  We  have  always  held,  that  the  purpose 
and  agency  of  God,  so  far  from  being  incoiisisteiit  with  the 
voluntary  agency  of  his  creatures,  were  the  basis  of  encour¬ 
agement  for  its  exercise ;  nay,  the  efficient  and  originating 
cause  of  all  holy  affections.  Therefore  ;t  is  that  when  we 
urge  our  fclLw  men  to  action,  we  address  them  as  active, 
voluntary,  and  responsible  agents,  and  cherish  no  fear  that 
wc  thereby  disparage  tbe  grace  of  God :  and  when  we  ad- 
dreae  God,  in  prayer,  we  ascribe  unto  him  all  the  efficiency 
in  calling  the  graces  of  his  church  into  existence,  and  all  the 
glory  of  those  animating  results  in  which  his  people  rejoice. 
We  fear  that  our  brethren  in  the  Watchman,  do  not  realize 
the  importance  of  bolding  these  truths  in  harmony,  and  of 
urging  them  both,  in  their  resjiective  fulness.  We  ask 
them,  IS  there  no  danger  that  the  influence  of  so  great  jeal¬ 
ousy  on  one  side  of  the  question,  m.iy  make  them  forgetful 
of  the  other,  and  thereby  lead  to  a  false  practical  estimation 
of  them  both

Since  writing  the  article,  “The  Pastor’s  Efficient 
Ally,”  my  thoughts  have  been  turned  to  tho  impenitent 
sick.  Iv  *•  tk*  pastor’s  duty  to  visit  them.  But,  often, 
how  painful!  Sometimes,  their  relatives  request  that 
nothing  may  be  said  to  them  on  the  subject  of  religion  ; 
and  perhaps  it  is  added,  that  in  this  they  have  the  strong 
concurrence  of  their  family  physician.  The  pastor 
looks  upon  tho  soul  ushering  into  eterniiy  unprepared, 
and  feels  constrained  to  labor  for  its  salvation,  but  knows 
not  how  to  dispose  of  the  injunctions  of  the  sirk  man’s 
family  circle,  endorsed  by  the  opinion  cf  a  respectable 
medical  practitioner.  Another  scene  ia  presented  :  the 
sick  one  is  in  deep  anxiety.  All  his  friends  are  anxious 
that,  if  he  must  die,  he  should  die  tha  death  of  the  right¬ 
eous.  But  no  ray  of  hope  appears ;  all  seems  darkness 
and  confusion,  and  slavish  fear.  Another  scene :  that 
emaciated  man  baa  a  hope — he  calls  it  a  good  one— and

Of  the  President  and  Executive  Committss  of  the  Amer. 
icon  Temperance  Union,  to  Emigrants  leaving  their  na¬ 
tive  country  for  America. 

Friends — At  a  national  temperance  convention,  held 
at  Saratoga  Springs,  in  tho  state  of  New  York,  in  tbe 
summer  of  1836,  it  waa  made  our  duty  to  do  all  in  our 
power  to  persuade  all  classes  of  men,  for  their  own  ben¬ 
efit  and  the  good  of  others,  to  abandon  all  use  of  intoxi- 
eating  liquors  as  a  beverage. 

That  convention,  composed  of  numerous  delegates 
from  almost  every  state,  and  from  the  British  Provinces, 
unanimously  resolved,  that  intoxicating  drinks  are  never 
beneficial  for  persons  in  health  ;  and  the  experixiont  of 
entire  abstinence  in  the  performance  of  all  labors,  mado 
for  moro  than  ten  years  by  thousands  amongst  ns,  has 
proved  highly  favorable  to  all  who  have  tried  it. 

We  regret  to  say,  that  while  our  own  American  popu. 
lation  are  generally  well  informed  respecting  the  poison, 
ous  nature  of  intozieeting  drinks,  and  the  destructive 
tendency  of  even  their  moderate  use  in  any  form,  the 
stranger  coming  among  ua  is  not  always  so.  He  leaves 
his  country,  full  of  hope  and  high  expectation  with  re. 
gard  to  this  land  of  promise ;  but,  alas !  this  expectaiion 
is  often  blasted — not  because  the  country  doea  not  afford 
every  advantage  to  the  industrious  and  sober ;  but  be. 
cause  a  large  proportion  of  emigrants  landing  on  our 
shores  soon  find  their  way  to  the  drinking  shops,  where 
the  means  of  intoxication  are  obtained  at  a  rate  so  low, 
that,  in  this,  they  seem  to  find  all  the  good  they  antici- 
patrd  in  our  land,  while  they  are  gathering  ita  most  fatal 
curse.  We  know  that  to  be  true  which  we  speak,  when 
we  say,  that  this  early  resort  to  the  tavern  and  the 
dram-shop,  is  one  of  the  principal  causes  of  failure  and 
blasted  ho{>es  to  the  poor  emigrant. 

Tho  object  of  this  brief  appeal  is,  to  place  you  on  your 
guard  before  you  land  on  our  shores,  and  to  give  you 
some  few  directions,  which,  if  followed,  will,  we  think, 
in  most  cases,  ensure  you  all  you  may  have  anticipated, 
in  leaving  the  old  to  hocome  inhabitants  of  the  new 
world. 

1.  Resolve,  from  the  moment  you  read  this  document, 
never  again  to  use  ardent  spirit,  beer,  ale,  cider,  or  wine, 
as  a  beverage,  in  health ;  since  it  is  well  ascertained  that 
they  do  not  allay  thirst,  but  increase  it,  and  since  their 
use  never  gives  any  permanent  strength,  but  diminishes 
it ;  and  the  most  laborious  occupations  can  be  conducted 
with  more  ability  and  to  better  advantage  upon  pure 
water,  the  beverage  provided  so  abundantly  by  the  AL 
mighty,  than  upon  any  other  liquid  whatever. 

2.  Either  before  leaving  your  native  shores,  or  on  the 
passage,  let  this  subject  of  total  abstinence  from  all  that 
intoxicates  be  fully  discussed ;  and  let  all  wlie  wish  to 
secure  themselves  from  temptation,  and  strengthen  their 
resolution,  sign  tho  pledge  attached  to  this  document. 

3.  On  your  arrival  in  the  country,  request  some  indi¬ 
vidual  to  direct  you  to  the  secretary  of  a  temperance  so. 
ciety,  that  you  may  have  your  name  recorded  as  a  mem¬ 
ber.  There  is  scarce  a  city  or  town  without  one ;  and 
should  you,  after  locating  in  one  place,  remove  to  an. 
other,  take  a  certificate  of  membership  with  you,  and 
unite  with  the  new  society  where  you  may  fix  your  resi. 
d  -nee.  Our  Secretary,  John  Marsh,  New  York,  will 
advise  you. 

4.  If  you  wish  employment,  seek  it  without  delay  after 
your  arrival.  If  you  are  known  to  belong  to  tho  Tem. 
porance  Society,  there  will  be  little  difficulty  in  obtain, 
ing  it.  Even  those  who  continue  to  drink  themselves, 
prefer  employing  those  who  do  not  to  those  who  do,  and 
will  often  give  them  better  wages,  and  repose  in  them 
more  confidence. 

.5.  Avoid,  aa  you  would  tho  plague,  the  business  of 
selling  strong  drink.  After  tbe  most  careful  oxamina. 
tion,  it  has  been  fonnd,  that  a  large  proportion  of  those 
who  enter  into  this  business  either  come  to  poverty,  lo. 
sing  all  their  little  capital,  or  become  drunkards. 

6.  Avoid,  as  places  of  resort,  the  tavorn  and  the  grog, 
shop.  They  are  as  fatal  to  their  victims  as  to  thoir  keep, 
ers.  They  are  the  avenues  leading  to  misery,  degrade, 
tion,  and  death. 

7.  When  you  are  on  the  look-out  for  a  purchase,  seek 
a  temperate  and  industrious  population,  and  a  place 
where  liquor  ia  not  sold.  You  will,  on  inquiring  of  tem- 
pcrance  men,  find  many  such. 

8.  Be  frugal  of  your  earnings.  Our  winters  are  so- 
vere ;  and  then  labor  is  scarce,  and  provisions  expensive. 
Be  careful,  and  save  daring  the  mild  months,  for  good 
warm  clothing,  and  plenty  of  fuel,  and  good  food,  when 
the  pinching  season  commences.  We  have  been  in. 
formed,  by  a  highly  intelligent  Catholic  priest,  that  full 
one  third  of  all  the  male  Irish  emigrants  who  arrive  in 
this  country,  in  the  opening  of  spring,  are  in  their 
graves  before  the  following  spring ;  for  the  reason,  that 
as  they  arrive  in  the  mild  season,  and  are  generally 
thinly  clad,  aathey  spend  from  da^-to  day  all  their  earn, 
ings,  either  in  liquor  or  other  things,  when  the  winter 
approaahes,  it  finds  them  without  proper  food,  or  cloth, 
ing,  or  fuel,  or  tbe  meant  of  procuring  any :  the  conse. 
quence  is,  great  suflbring,  disease,  witnont  the  means  of 
procuring  medical  aid,  and  premature  death.  The  eoun. 
try  is  condemned,  while,  in  most  eases,  strong  drink  is 
at  the  bottom  of  all  the  trouble  and  disappointment. 

9.  Too  many  emigrants  remain  in  the  large  cities. 
The  country  presents  by  far  the  fairest  prospect  for 
thoin.  There  they  can  find  employment.  Living  is 
cheap,  and  tomptatione  to  evil  are  few. 

10.  America  iS  a  country  where  all  denominationa  of 
Christians  have  liberty  to  worship  God  according  to  the 
dictates  of  their  own  consciences.  It  it  a  country  whore 
the  Sabbath  is  respected,  and  generally  observed.  If 
you  wish  to  prosper,  keep  this  day  sacred.  Always  at. 
tend,  if  practicable,  some  place  of  worahip.  Yon  can 
never  establish  a  fair  character  here,  if  you  habitually

Gf.N'TLEMEN: — Since  my  communication  on  the  13th  of 
July  last,  we  have  continued  tbe  work  of  furnkbieg  libiw- 
ries  for  vessels  bound  to  sea,  until  we  have  completed  the 
disposal  ef  the  $1000  worth  of  books  which  you  have  placed 
in  our  hands.  To  the  bo<As  obtained  from  yon,  we  have 
always  added  several  from  our  office,  and  have  solicited  do* 
nations  of  second  hand  books,  froir  individuals  for  this  pur¬ 
pose.  Twenty-one  vessels  have  received  libraries  since  my 
last  communication,  making  80  in  all.  At  an  average  ef 
fifteen  men  each,  which  is  probably  below  tbe  trnth,  atYast 
twelve  hundred  men  have ‘thus  b(«n  furnished  with  usefol 
reading  while  at  sea.  Information  has  been  repeatedly  fur¬ 
nished  us  respecting  tbe  usefulness  of  books  on  stup^rd  ia 
leading  to  serious  inquiry  and  hopeful  conversion.  For  somo 
examples  of  this,  allow  me  to  refer  you  to  the  appendyyif 
our  late  Annual  Report  •• 

I  now  submit  the  matter  to  your  eenaiderstion.  If  yoa 
have  the  means  of  making  another  grant  for  the  same  pur¬ 
pose,  we  shall  rejoice  to  become  the  agents  of  distributing 
your  bounty.

Two  years  ago,  when  tbe  $1000  worth  of  books  wen 
placed  in  the  bands  of  the  Seamen’e  Friends  Society,  aa 
equal  amount  waa  also  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  ^lor*« 
and  Boatmen’s  Friends  Society  ut  Buflaio,  for  tbe  bro^t 
of  watermen  on  the  lakee  and  canals,  and  an  appeal  was 
made  to  tbe  public  with  the  hope  that  Ubml  dnuatioos  would 
be  made,  to  enable  the  .Society  to  repeat  and  enlarge  their 
grants  for  the  benefit  of  this  interesting  and  useful  elase  M 
our  fellow  citizens.

HlUc  DalHes  and  HUSUleHes.— H*.  A. 

In  the  preceding  remarks  on  this  subject,  the  writer  hao 
avoided  theoretical  deductions,  because  they  are  Icm  conclu¬ 
sive  than  thoee  derived  from  ascertained  facta.  And  white 
it  would  have  been  comparatively  easy,  in  proeecuting  hte 
inquiries,  to  have  received  second  hand  testimony,  he  has 
(ireterred  to  be  guided  by  his  own  researches  when  be  could 
rely  upon  them,  rather  than  upon  the  vague  ohaervationa 
of  others,  which,  having  been  made  without  a  specific  c4>- 
ject,  are  ollen  too  uncertain  to  lead  to  determinate  results. 

It  is  obvious,  that,  in  (lursuing  this  coons,  nothing  but  tho 
fullest  confidence  in  his  statements,  could  ^ve  induced  him 
to  make  them  public.  For  if  he  has  misspprehended  facte, 
or  wilfully  perverted  them,  or  has  arrived  at  concinaions 
which  the  premises  do  not  justify,  in  either  cate,  it  is  in  ths 
power  of  every  one  to  obtain  correct  infomiatioa  on  the  sub¬ 
ject,  expose  the  fallacy  of  hit  reasonings,  and  correct  his 
mistakes.  But  though  such  is  his  position  in  relation  to  Um 
inquiry,  he  fearlessly  challenges  for  it  the  moat  rigid  invss- 
tigaiion.  This,  be  believes,  will  remove  all  uncerteinty,  and 
lay  every  inquirer  under  the  necessity  of  acquiescing  in  tbs 
statements  so  confidently  made. 

Is  any  one,  for  illustration,  still  sceptical  as  to  the  perni¬ 
cious  quality  of  the  milk  with  which  he  is  supplied,  or  as  to 
the  patronage  he  is'indirectly  giving  the  distiller,  though  be 
uses  not  a  drop  of  alcohol  in  any  term  as  a  boveiags, — 1st 
him  accompany  his  milk  man  to  his  dairy,  and  nuMMsen 
chances  out  of  twenty,  his  doubts  will  be  removed  by  a  full 
demonstration  of  tbs  facta  insisted  Ufmn.  If  tbe  wind  is  ia 
the  right  quarter,  he  will  nose  tbe  dairy  a  mile  off;  and  ea 
reaching  it,  bis  visual  and  nasal  organs  will,  without  any  af- 
fi-ctation  of  sqneamishness,  be  s#  ollended  at  the  filth  and , 
effluvia  which  abounds,  that  still-slop  milk  will  probably  be¬ 
come  his  unutterable  loathing  the  remainder  of  his  life.  Hie 
sttention  will  probably  be  first  drawn,  as  was  ours,  to  a  huge 
distillery,  sending  out  its  tartarean  fumes,  and  blackeiiM 
with  age  and  smoke,  casting  a  sombre  air  all  around.  Con¬ 
tiguous  thereto,  he  will  see  numerous  low,  flat  pens,  in  which 
more  than  five  hundred  milch  cows,  owned  by  different  per¬ 
sons,  are  closely  huddled  together  amid  confined  air,  and  tbe 
stench  of  their  own  excrements.  He  will  also  aee  varteoa 
appendages  and  troughs  tu  conduct  and  receive  tbe  slope, 
smoking  hot  from  the  still,  with  which  to  goi^e  the  ani¬ 
mals,  so  inhumanly  condemned  to  subsiat  on  this  moet  un¬ 
natural  and  disgusting  food,  and  all  within  an  area  of  a  few 
hundred  yards.  He  will  discern,  morsover,  numerous  aluah 
carts  in  waiting  and  in  motion,  for  the  supply  of  distent  dai* 
ries ;  empty  milk  wagons  returning,  and  others  with  lepten- 
ished  cans,  aa  conaUnlly  deitarling.  Moored  off  in  tiM  dte- 
tanco,  he  will  perhaps  discover  a  schooner  diaebarging  her 
freight  of  grain  into  huge  carts,  each  drawn  by  four  oxen, 
employed  to  convey  it  to  tbe  dntillefy  mill,  which,  fading 
at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  bushels' tbe  heur,  nipnb  ooo- 
verts  the  nutricious  subetance  into  slope  and  wwkey,  to 
“  scatter  firebrands,  arrows  and  death”  through  the  commu¬ 
nity. 

This  sketch,  though  drawn  from  actual  obaarvation,  vary 
inadequately  deacri^  one  of  out  otiU-alop  and  whiekey 
manufactories.  But  it  is  not  important  to  be  more  minute,  ‘ 
as  every  man  may  witneos  the  eriginal  for  himself,  Iw  a  tear , 
ininutca  ride  from  the  city ;  and  any  doubts,  u  to  the  evite  . 
of  the  system  and  the  support  be  givee  it  while  be  contin. 
ues  to  use  the  product  of  tbe  concern,  will  be  no  longer  poe- ' 
sible. 

But  let  him  not  content  himself  vrith  a  survey,  perbape 
hastily  and  of  course  imperfectly  made.  In  order  to  undsf. 
stand  tbe  connection  and  mutual  dependence  of  the  system 
on  its  parts,  let  him  make  inquiries,  as  we  have  dosM,  wbeee 
authentic  information  can  be  obtained,  on  the  spot.  As  te 
shall  be  successful  in  eliciting  fiKts,  te  will  leem  that  tte  ■ 
dairymen  are  paying  the  distiller,  three,  fire,  or  a^tirn  M- 
lars  per  day  for  slops ;  that  without  tte  support  of  the  dai- 
rymen,  tbe  fires  of  the  distillery  K®  o'** 5  •o®  without 
the  support  of  the  consumer,  the  dairymen  moat  qaeoe  to 
support  the  distiller.  He  will  thus  discover  that  tte  eon- 
sumer  is  the  third  pertocr  in  the  concern— a  member  of  tte 
triple  league;  and,  with  the  distiller  and  dairyman,  te  rea- 
ponsibte  u  perpetuating  the  work  of  destruction.  He  awr 
j^rn,  moreover,  that  ttere  are  dairymen  who  will  not  rtek 
tbe  h^ih  of  their  families  by  using  the  produ,.‘e  of  their  own 
dairies,  but  supply  them  with  farmer’s  milk. 

On  bis  return,  let  him  accompany  a  hit  of  wbteksy,  a»  it 
is  transferred  from  tbe  distillery  to  the  bauds  of  the  rectifoec 
or  wine  merchant  in  this  citv,  and  if  initiated  into  tte  m^  ' 
teries  of  tte  trade,  te  will  farther  learn  that  wbtekay  may  < 


break  the  Lord’s  Day. 

Our  advice,  then,  ia,  avoid  the  grog-aliops ;  give  up, 
at  once  and  for  ever,  the  nse  of  all  liquors  that  can  in- 
tozicate.  Remember  that  all  intemperance,  and  all  the 
evils  that  flow  from  it,  originate  in  moderate  drinking, 
and  that  tbeie  te  perfect  safety  only  ia  entire  mbrtinenee. 

It  has  been  found,  that  about  one  third  of  onr  adult  male 
population  have  died  intemperate,  and  that  their  live# 
have  been  cut  short,  npou  an  average,  abont  twelve 
years.  It  was  the  first  glass  that  did  it.  Avoid,  then,

FoMow  them ;  and  we  I  teste,  or  smell,  so  as  to  suit  tbe  pockets  of  all,  ai^  the  pal- 
can  assure  you,  that  dl  your  anticipsUona,  with  regard  j  atea  of  tte  most  ftstidious.  Real  Jamoita  spirits,  St,  Croig 
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rum,  BoUand  gin,  and  Cogniae  brandy,  are  thwmano&c- 
lured,  “  pure  aa  imported.*’  And  with  the  additiMi  of  a  lil* 
tU  water  and  honey,  with  logrcood,  copperae,  whinetd, 
lime,  sugar  qflead,  chalk,  oil  of  vitriol,  and  aariona  other 
poiaona,  fine  winea  are  prmluced  of  every  variety  rf  atreneth 
and  flavor,  of  '*  auitabU  aM  and  moat  approved  branua,” 
with  very  little,  or  even  wiUiout  a  drop  o<  grape^uiw.  ^ 


RELIGIOUS  INTELLIGENCE. 


MOMTHIiT  COHCKRT  IH  B08T0K. 
Disastrous  Effects  of  the  Reduction  of  Appropriations 
at  Ceylon.  Death  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Perry. 

The  death  of  John  M.  S.  PEaar  took  place  a  few  daya 
ader  writing  the  miasien  letter.  Hia  health  had  been 
much  impaired,  and  hia  apirit  a  depreaeed  by  the  diamia. 
•a]  of  the  Bchoola,  being  poaaeaaed  of  an  ardent  temper¬ 
ament,  and  a  aoul  filled  with  love  for  the  heathen,  and 
of  an  infirm  phyaical  oonalitution :  the  ahock  waa, 
doubtleaa,  too  great  for  him  to  beaf.  But  a  day  or  two 
before  h'a  death,  ho  appeared  to  riae  above  Ihia  deprea. 
aion,  and  went  to  viait  hia  friends  at  another  elation,  to 
encourage  them  in  their  prayera  and  labors  for  the  hea¬ 
then.  On  the  night  after  his  arrival,  he  was  taken  ill. 
No  alarm,  however,  was  felt,  until  the  next  morning, 
when  symptoms  of  cholera  became  manifest.  Dr.  Ward 
was  at  that  time,  unfortunately,  twelve  miles  absent ;  and 
before  his  arrival,  Mr.  P.  was  so  far  gone,  as  to  render 
medical  aid  useless.  Ho  died  in  the  triumphs  of  faith, 
about  three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  Mrs.  Perry  soon 
aomplainod  of  illness,  and  gave  evidences  of  the  same 
disease;  but,  by  judicious  medical  treatment,  she  sur¬ 
vived  the  attack.  Her  feeble  constitution,  however,  be- 
ing  undermined  by  the  disasters  of  the  mission,  the 
death  of  her  beloved  husband,  and  the  attack  of  the  fell 
destroyer,  sunk  under  the  load ;  and  she  quietly  resigned 
her  disembodied  spirit  into  the  embraces  of  her  Savior, 
and  joined  her  husband,  in  three  days  from  his  decease, 
in  joys  which  can  never  fade. 

Mrs.  Perry  was  the  youngest  daughter  of  the  late 
Charles  Lathrop,  Esq.  of  Norwich,  Conn,  and  siater  of 
the  first  wife  of  the  missionary,  Mr.  Winslow,  and  Mrs. 
Cherry,  who  lately  deceased  at  the  neighboring  mission. 
Two  sisters  survive— Mrs.  Hutchings,  of  the  same  mis¬ 
sion,  and  Mrs.  William  A.  Hallock,  in  New  York.  The 
Lord  bless  the  widowed  mother,  and  grant  her  the  con. 
solationa  of  heaven  ! 

Mr.  Perry  was  the  son  of  Rev.  Mr.  Perry,  of  Sharon, 
Conn,  and  member  of  the  same  church  with  the  vener- 
able  John  Cotton  Smith.  He  entered  Yale  College  in 
1823,  and  graduated  with  respectability  in  18S7 ;  and 
then  pursued  bis  theological  studies  in  the  same  institu. 
tion.  He  ever  lived  near  hia  God ;  and  hence  it  grieved 
his  holy  soul  from  day  to  day,  to  see  so  manyof  the  pro- 
fessed  followers  of  his  Master  so  given  to  worldly  hon- 
ors  and  distinctions,  and  so  negligent  of  the  religious 
and  devotional  exercises  of  the  College.  He  had,  how- 
ever,  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  many  of  the  impenitent 
turning  to  the  Lord.  He  ever  had  bis  mind  intent  on 
the  missionary  work.  But  his  health  being  infirm,  and 
the  way  not  being  clear  before  him,  to  enter  immediately 
into  that  field,  he  consented  to  become  the  pastor  of 
new  and  feeble  church  in  Mendon,  Mass,  where  he  was 
Mttled  in  Nov.  1831.  In  1835,  the  way  appearing  to  bo 
open  to  enter  his  long-wuhed-for  field  of  labor,  ho  took 
a  diinaission  from  hia  people,  on  the  13ui  of  May,  and 
sailed  from  Boston,  for  Ceylon,  on  the  16th. 

May  the  Lord  raise  up  and  send  forth  many  laborers, 
to  take  the  place  of  those  who  are  thus  cut  down  by  his 
mysterious  providence ! 


Mr.  Kane  proceeded  to  examine  the  different  acts  of 
Assembly  and  the  anthorities  on  his  first  ground,  and 
argued  that  the  saggestion  did  net  state  that  the  relators 
were  elected  in  the  place  of  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Meredith,  on  the  part  of  the  relators,  replied  to 
Mr.  Kane,  showing  that  the  writ  in  this  caas  Iim  been 
granted  by  Chief  Justice  Gibson,  while  sitting  at  Harris- 
burgh,  with  the  approbation  df  the  whole  court ;  fhat  a 
writ  of  quo  warranto  had  issued  in  the  same  form  in  the 
case  of  the  4th  Presbyterian  Church ;  that  the  law  and 
practice  under  it,  sanctioned  this  mode  of  proceeding ; 
that  even  if  it  had  been  irregular,  it  was  waived  by  the 
appearance  of  the  defendants,  and  could  not  now  avail 
t^m. 

On  the  second  ground,  Mr.  Meredith  replied  that  the 
suggestion  was  in  the  usual  form  ;  that  the  title  of  the 
relators  was  only  stated  to  show  their  interest  in  the  sub¬ 
ject  matter,  and  that,  though  the  fact  were  otherwise,  it 
might  be  assumed,  for  tlie  purposes  of  this  argument ; 
that  the  relators  were  not  elected  in  the  place  of  the  de- 
fendants. 

Randall  (on  the  same  side)  commenced  by  staling,  that 
they  had  no  right  to  inquire  into  the  motives  of  those 
who  made  this  motion ;  but  its  practical  effect  waa  delay : 
if  successful,  it  would  only  postpone  the  issuing  of  the 
writ  until  next  December.  He  had  indulged  the  hope 
that  both  parties  would  unite  in  a  prompt  and  speedy  ter¬ 
mination  of  this  unhappy  controversy :  all  such  expecta¬ 
tion  ho  now  abandoned. 

Mr.  Randall  was  then  proceeding  to  cite  anthorities, 
when  he  woo  stopped  by  the  court,  who  directed  the  other 
side  to  proceed. 

Mr.  Bradford  then  addressed  the  court,  on  all  the 
grounds,  and  to  the  suggestion  of  delay  replied,  that  the 
defendants  were  ready  to  meet  the  case,  but  would  insist 
on  its  being  done  in  a  legal  manner.  If  the  proceeding 
wore  irregular,  they  ought  not  to  waive  any  advantage 
it  might  afford  them ;  that  there  was  great  justice  in  the 
science  of  special  pleading,  and,  if  they  could,  in  this 
case,  they  would  invoke  its  aid. 

The  case  was  continued  until  a  late  hour  in  the  day, 
when  the  court  refiised  the  motion  on  all  the  grounds 
taken  by  the  defendants. 

Mr.  Kane  then  stated  that  the  rule  to  plead  would  ex¬ 
pire  on  the  next  day,  (the  31st  inst.)  and  snecessively 
asked  the  court  to  enlarge  the  rule  till  the  2nd  Monday 
in  December,  and  the  1st  Monday  in  September  next,  both 
of  which  motions  were  also  refused  by  the  court,  in  the 
order  in  which  they  w  ere  made. 

P.  S.  We  understand  that  the  defendants  have  since 
filed  their  plea,  and  that  the  cause  will  be  set  down  for 
trial  at  the  next  November  Nisi  Prius  for  the  city  and 
county  of  I%iladelphia.

The  Converted  Deist  stnd  liin  Wife. 

_The  following  narrative  is  furnished  from  the  reports  of 
missionary  of  the  City  Tract  Society,  presented  to  the  Board 
at  the  monthly  ineetiiiirs  held  in  April  and  J  uly  last. 

Amongst  the  many  developments  of  divine  mercy  through 
the  medium  of  the  tract  effort,  may  be  enumerateu  the  con¬ 
version  of  a  man  whore  father  was  a  Deist,  and  wiho  having 
been  instructed  in  the  principles  of  Deism  from  his  infancy, 
was  himself  a  Deist,  and  attained  the  meridian  of  life  with 
the  full  persuasion  that  religion  was  priestcraft,  a  mere  pre¬ 
tence  of  something  good,  but  ri^ally  designed  for  deluding  the 
ignorant  and  obtaining  their  money.  Such  being  his  belief, 
he  lived  accordingly.  Though  bo  bad  learned  to  abuse  the 
Bible^he  had  never  le.arned  its  contents.  His  leisure  hours 
were  spent  in  poiter  houses.  To  amuse  the  company  be 
found  there  was  Ins  delight;  and  to  furnish  his  mind  with  j 
songs,  anecdotes,  and  bon  moU,  for  this  purpose,  was  his 
study.  Influenced  by  his  pernicious  principles,  be  had 
avoided  the  usual  means  of  hearing  any  thing  favorable  to 
tbe  religion  he  rejected,  and  when  called  upon  by  the  tract 
visitor,  liad  not  been  in  the  house  of  God  for  fifteen  years. — 

At  first  he  received  tbe  visitor  with  indifference,  and  the 
tracts  with  contempt ;  but  as  he  saw  the  visits  regularly  re¬ 
peated,  and  the  tracts  regularly  supplied,  he  began  to  consi¬ 
der  what  could  the  motive  l-e  which  induced  a  stranger  thus 
to  act.  He  saw  that  it  must  be  something  did-  rent  from 
what  he  8up(>o.-eii  religion  to  be; — something  which  he  did 
not  iiossrss.  and  couhl  not  comprehend ;  and  yet  something 
which  commendeil  itself  to  his  good  will.  Thus  perplexed, 
he  resolvetl  to  read  one  of  the  tracts ;  it  was  entitled  “  More 
than  fifty  reasons  for  attending  public  worship.”  These 
reasons  he  it  to  be  weighty,  and  theiefore  be  desired  to  go 
for  once,  and  see  and  hear  foV  himself.  It  so  happened  that 
a  colh-ctk>n  was  made  for  the  Home  Missionary  Society, 
and  this  he  regarded  as  proof  of  religion  being  a  money  mak¬ 
ing  concern ;  yet  as  the  same  minister  was  to  preach  in  the 
afternoon,  he  could  not  refrain  from  going  again,  and  while 
he  was  hearing  the  second  8ermon,the  Holy  Spirit  opened  his 
heart  to  receive  the  truth  of  tbe  goepel,  which  was  the  power  | 
of  God  te  his  salvation.  He  was  made  a  new  creature  in 
Christ,  and  the  change  was  decided  and  unquestionable. — 
The  Bible  now  became  bis  constant  study.  His  whole  mind 
dwelt  on  religious  subjects,  and  he  remarked  to  the  visitor 
that  he  could  neither  loathe  himself,  or  love  Goil  sufficiently ; 
and  that  he  could  neither  be  sorry  enough  for  his  sins,  or 
glail  eiiougl)  that  they  were  all  washed  away  in  the  blood  ot 
Christ.  Having  given  himself  to  the  Lord,  he  gave  him¬ 
self  to  the  church  according  to  the  will  of  God,  and  observed 
the  ordinances  of  His  house. 

Several  months  have  elapsed  since  these  facts  were  laid 
before  the  Board,  and  now  others  are  added  which  in  like 
manner  demand  our  thanksgiving  to  God, 

This  new  eonvert  is  a  marri^  man,  and  his  wife  Is  so 
deaf  that  she  cannot  understand  any  one  excepting  her  hus¬ 
band.  No  sooner  bad  be  obtained  peace  in  lielieving.  than  j 
he  ommenced  laboring  for  her  conversion;  and  in  this  the 
Lor>l  lias  made  him  successful.  She  is  evidently  a  changed 
charucter ;  and  it  is  her  delight  to  be  regularly  present  at 
church ;  and  she  finds  particular  pleasure  in  looking  at  the 
minister  and  supposing  that  be  is  speaking  the  words  of 
comf  lit  to  the  penitent,  although  she  cannot  hear  a  syllable 
he  says.  It  is  affecting  to  soe  her  countenance  glow  with 
pleasure  as  she  mingles  with  Christians  in  tbe  praying  cir¬ 
cle,  or  meets  them  at  her  house.  The  missionary  has  con¬ 
versed  with  her  through  her  husband,  and  having  had  fre¬ 
quent  opportunities  of  witnessing  her  conduct,  is  fully  satis¬ 
fied  that  she  is  renewed  by  divine  grace.  It  is  expected  she 
will  be  received  into  church  fellowship  at  the  next  commun¬ 
ion. 

O  what  a  change  has  religion  effected  in  this  family  I  The 
hnsb.ind,  instead  of  amusing  idle  and  profane  associates,  as 
formerly,  at  tbe  porter  house,  is  found  at  tlie  prayer  meeting 
or  at  the  church.  His  leisure  time  is  now  employed  in 
teaching  the  truths  of  God  to  bis  deaf  wife — explaining  the 
scriptures,  and  repeating  to  her  what  he  has  heard  from  the 
pulpit.  The  Bible  is  their  constant  companion,  day  and 
night.  By  day  it  is  on  a  stand  at  tbeir  side  while  th^  work, 
and  at  night  it  is  placed  under  their  pillow.  One  Sabbath 
morning  they  became  so  much  engage  in  studying  its  pre- 
cepte  that  they  forgtit  the  passage  of  time,  and  ncf^ted  to 
take  their  food  until  the  church  bell  warned  them  to  repair

From  the  above,  it  appean  that  on  the  main  point  on 
which  the  Reform  party  baaed  their  hops  of  success,  they 
have  experisRced  an  entire  defeat.  Their  principal  hope 
hoe  ever  been  in  the  belief  that  a  civil  action  would  not 
lie  in  the  ease.  Judge  Clayton,  whose  article  has  proba¬ 
bly  done  more  to  confirm  that  party  in  their  mea.'iures 
than  all  else  whieh  has  been  written,  hosed  his  main  po¬ 
sitions  on  the  assumption  that  there  was  “no  remedy.” 
That  whetbar  tho  action  of  the  Aasembly  of  1837  was 
right  or  wrong,  it  was  of  such  a  nature,  that  “no  remedy 
at  law  could  be  obtained.”  This,  from  the  first,  has  been 
the  chief  hope  of  all  intelligent  men  of  that  party.  And 
this  we  may  say  has  been  the  only  ground  of  fear  with 
the  friends  of  the  Constitution.  They  have  ever  felt  en. 
tire  confidence,  that  if  the  cause  could  be  brought  to  a 
full  and  fair  legal  investigation,  and  could  be  decided  on 
the  merits  of  the  case,  not  the  least  fear  could  bo  enter, 
tained  for  the  issue.  This  point  is  now  settled.  It  is  a 
point  whieh  the  Reform  party  deemed  vital  to  their  cause. 
The  utmost  efforts  wore  theiefore  made  to  prevent  a 
hearing  of  the  canoe  at  all.  Three  of  their  most  able  law 
yera  were  employed,  and  their  main  strength  laid  out  at 
this  point.  Mr.  Kona  and  Mr.  Bradford  certainly  evin 
ced  great  tact  and  shrewdness  in  tbeir  management  of 
the  case,  and  the  great  disadvantage  to  whieh  they  sp- 
peered  in  contrast  with  the  couneel  on  the  other  ei^,  is 
doubtless  te  be  attributed  in  port,  at  least,  to  the  great 
and  obvious  disparity  in  the  merits  of  the  cause.  The 
eloquence  and  the  arguments  of  Messrs.  Meredith  and 
Randall  were  irresistible.  Genius,  talent,  and  legal  leam- 
ing,  joined  to  a  full  confidence  in  the  righteousness  of 
their  cause,  rendered  their  plea  one  of  the  richest  treats 
which  we  have  enjoyed  in  the  pleadings  of  the  Philadel- 
phis  bar.  And  we  express  only  the  opinion  of  every  one 
whom  wo  have  heard  speak  on  the  eabject,  that  no  per- 
SOB  who  was  present,  con  reasonably  entertain  a  doubt, 
that  the  cause,  if  decided  on  its  merits,  will  be  in  favor 
of  the  Constitutional  Aseembly.  We  do  not  believe  that 
even  tbe  counsel  for  the  Reform  party  themselves,  have 
any  expectation  of  a  different  decision.  Defeated  at  their 
strong  point,  their  only  hope  is  now  to  delay  the  issue  as 
long  as  possible. — This  was  abundantly  evident  in  all 
their  movements.  It  is  doubtless  for  the  interest  of  the 
party  to  keep  off  the  issue,  if  possible.  They  wish  to 
unite  their  own  parly  together  more  firmly,  and  draw 
off  as  many  as  possible,  from  the  true  Presbyterian 
church. 

The  caas  is  ordered  for  a  hearing  in  November,  and  a 
final  decision  may  be  bod  in  Decamber.  If  they  are  wil. 
ling  to  meet  the  cose  on  ita  own  merits,  this  long-pro.
